Then  moving  words  from  Meeting’ s quiet  hour 
Come  to  my  inner  ear: 

“God  is  now  here.” 

And  praying  can  no  more  be  merely  rote, 
Repeated  phrase  the  same  from  year  to  year. 
God’s  listening  Presence  fills  the  room. 
Speaks  through  the  gloom 
Of  anguished  world,  men  lost  in  hate  and  fear. 

He  tells  again  His  deepest  mystery: 

“You  are  My  well-loved  child; 

Your  earth  and  myriad  galaxies  above 
All,  all  move  by  My  love. 

Are  all  held  in  My  love. 

I,  God,  am  here.”

THE  DEMANDS  OF  LOVE 

Nothing  at  last  Yearly  Meeting  stirred  us  as 
profoundly  as  the  assertion  that  Friends  are  in- 
capable of  having  a deep  rapport  with  Negroes  in 
the  civil  rights  movement,  that  we  must  admit  to 
a position  on  the  sidelines  in  the  intense  strug- 
gle going  on  today  — this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
we  go  through  the  “right”  motions,  we  go  on 
record  for  the  “right”  laws,  we  say  the  “right” 
words.  I cannot  deny  but  must  confirm  the  asser- 
tion. 

But  it  is  revealed  to  me  that  this  is  part  of 
a general  problem,  not  confined  to  race  rela- 
tions, deriving  in  large  part  from  a conflict 
between  love  on  the  one  hand,  and  wealth  and 
professional  or  social  status  on  the  other. 

For  I cannot  love  without  sharing.  I cannot 
be  one  with  the  poor  while  my  wallet  is  securely 
buttoned  in  my  pocket.  My  love  for  the  starving 
can  be  only  theoretical  as  long  as  my  freezer  is 
full.  Among  those  who  really  need,  my  offer  of 
one  day  a month  may  be  better  than  nothing,  but 
it  is  as  inadequate  for  me  as  it  is  for  them. 

As  long  as  a problem  is  remote,  I can  share 
at  my  own  discretion,  as  the  day’s  whim  sug- 
gests. But  to  build  a really  deep  rapport,  love 
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must  be  personal  and  immediate.  Then  1 offer 
myself  wholly,  with  all  my  goods  and  capabil- 
ities. If  I do  not  do  this,  I remain  a stranger. 

Yet  most  of  us  have  worked  hard  and  ideal- 
istically for  the  positions  we  now  hold.  We  have 
hoped  to  increase  our  influence  in  the  community, 
and  to  use  it  toward  the  creation  of  the  “good 
society.”  We  consider  the  comfort  of  material 
goods  and  of  being  “well-thought-of”  to  be  of 
minor  importance. 

In  view  of  this  idealism,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  we  should  be  deeply  disturbed  by  the  gulf 
between  us  and  the  people  involved  at  the  for- 
ward edge  of  rapid  social  change.  Perhaps  early 
Friends  were  not  faced  with  such  a gulf,  being 
generally  of  humble  estate.  Or  perhaps  we  hear 
only  about  the  fervent  Friends  of  that  time. 
Later  Friends  withdrew  into  relatively  homoge- 
neous societies  where  one  could  lead  the  good 
life  without  being  reminded  of  the  poverty  and 
injustice  abroad  in  the  world. 

Recently  the  American  Friends  Service 
Committee  has  served  as  a vehicle  through 
which  some  of  us  could  give  our  whole  service 
temporarily,  and  thus  relate  to  disadvantaged 
social  groups  for  a period  of  time,  without  giving 
up  our  longer-run  ambitions.  To  others  of  us  the 
AFSC,  Houses  for  Hiroshima,  and  the  like  have 
given  us  a vicarious  sense  of  relatedness  as  we 
have  supported  them  financially.  But  vicarious 
or  temporary  experiences  are  weak  in  comparison 
with  total  involvement,  and  these  are  no  ex- 
ception. 

Can  we  conclude  that  there  is  a sort  of  di- 
vision of  labor  among  men  of  good  will:  some 
serving  completely,  some  temporarily,  and  some 
helping  only  financially?  Perhaps  this  is  the 
best  we  can  do  in  the  intense  struggles.  And 
there  are  subtler  problems  close  at  hand  which 
are  genuinely  important,  if  less  dramatic. 

But  certainly  most  of  us  must  agree  that  our 
secure  middle-class  status  removes  us  from  the 
center  of  the  field  and  leaves  us  on  the  side- 
lines, maybe  even  in  the  bleachers.  Sometimes 
I wonder  if  the  players  even  know  we  are  cheer- 
ing.

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INTRODUCING  OUR  NEW  MEETINGS:  RENO 

Reno  Monthly  Meeting,  the  first  Friends 
Meeting  in  the  State  of  Nevada,  was  accepted 
into  membership  in  the  College  Park  Quarter  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  on  April  27,  1963. 

Friends  in  the  area  of  Reno  and  Sparks 
have  been  meeting  regularly  for  worship  since 
the  summer  of  1961,  when  four  Friends  from 
Eastern  Meetings  and  two  friends  of  Friends 
decided  to  gather  weekly  in  each  others’  homes. 
Meetings  for  worship  were  followed  by  con- 
versation over  coffee,  and  monthly  pot- luck 
meals  provided  an  opportunity  for  further  sharing. 
Notices  in  local  newspapers  and  the  Friends 
Journal  brought  visiting  Friends  and  seekers  to 
the  group. 

In  the  fall  of  1962,  the  group  decided  to 
apply  for  membership  in  the  College  Park  Quar- 
ter, as  a Monthly  Meeting.  Although  it  was 
clear  that  the  distance  between  Reno  and  the 
nearest  Meeting  (Sacramento)  would  provide 
some  problems,  we  felt  that  the  opportunity  to 
participate  more  fully  in  the  larger  Society  of 
Friends  would  be  a source  of  strength  and 
growth.  The  Quarterly  Meeting  agreed  to  take 
the  Reno-Sparks  worship  group  under  its  care, 
and  appointed  a visiting  committee  of  Friends, 
who  twice  made  the  long  trip  across  the  Sierras 
to  meet  with  us.  In  a spirit  of  truth-seeking  and 
sharing,  they  made  suggestions  for  initiating 
regular  business  meetings,  developing  religious 
education,  and  beginning  meetings  for  worship 
promptly.  Their  care  and  concern  were  helpful 
in  the  development  of  the  group  into  a Monthly 
Meeting. 

At  our  first  official  Monthly  Meeting  for 
Business  last  May,  we  minuted  “a  sense  of  joy 
and  thanksgiving  at  having  been  called  into 
existence  and  accepted  as  part  of  Pacific  Year- 
ly Meeting.”  Ten  adult  and  seven  junior  mem- 
bers were  brought  into  the  fellowship  (about 
half  of  them  transferring  from  other  Meetings). 

From  the  beginning,  the  group  has  had  a 
strong  sense  of  family  concern.  As  yet  there  are 
no  separate  committees,  all  business  being 
carried  on  by  the  Meeting  as  a whole.  Friends 
have  been  actively  involved  in  community  prob- 
lems,. Members  helped  found  the  new  Reno  Area 
Human  Relations  Council,  and  are  serving  on  it 
as  officers  and  resource  people.  We  have  also 
appreciated  the  opportunity  for  a close  working 
relationship  with  the  AFSC  in  the  attempt  to 
raise  money  for  a community  worker  at  the 
Pyramid  Lake  Indian  Reservation,  and  hope  to 
implement  local  interest  in  the  Service  Com- 
mittee in  the  future.  Members  have  also  sup- 
ported the  local  Synanon  House,  which  carries 
on  a creative  program  of  rehabilitation  among 
prisoners  and  those  addicted  to  narcotics.

The  number  and  ages  of  the  Meeting’s 
children  have  posed  some  problems  in  develop- 
ing a religious  education  program.  Currently, 
there  is  a regular  program  for  pre-school  child- 
ren, worked  out  with  the  assistance  of  a teenage 
member.  Adults  are  sharing  in  the  leadership  of 
tli e group,  and  the  children  themse Ives  take  part 
in  the  last  fifteen  minutes  of  the  meeting  for 
worship. 

This  fall  a Thursday  evening  adult  program 
has  been  initiated.  Three  evenings  a month  are 
devoted  to  a half-hour  worship  period,  followed 
by  a business  meeting  or  discussion.  The  cur- 
rent discussion  is  based  on  John  Robinson’s 
Honest  to  Cod , chosen  for  the  opportunities  it 
provides  for  centering  down  on  basic  questions 
of  faith  and  practice.  The  fourth  evening  is  kept 
free  for  special  events,  or  for  a pot-luck  supper 
and  open  discussion,  especially  designed  for 
those  interested  in  exploring  the  Society  of 
Friends. 

Meetings  for  worship  are  now  held  on 
Sundays  at  11,  at  the  home  of  Erling  and  Liesel 
Skorpen,  210  Maple  Street,  Reno,  near  the 
campus  of  the  University  of  Nevada.  Several 
members  teach  there,  and  the  life  of  the  Meeting 
has  been  enriched  by  attenders  from  the  Uni- 
versity community.  We  welcome  visits  from 
F riends  traveling  through  Reno,  and  encourage 
them  to  contact  us  for  overnight  hospitality.

SO.  CAL.  HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

At  the  fall  session  of  Southern  California 
Half-Yearly  Meeting  on  November  10,  three 
developments  indicated  the  growth  and  change 
taking  place  in  our  Society  here  on  the  West 
Coast. 

First,  realizing  the  necessity  for  taking  over 
functions  previously  relegated  to  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, we  considered  spending  more  time  at  our 
Half-Yearly  Meeting  sessions.  Our  Continuing 
Committee  was  asked  to  hold  an  extra  meeting 
on  February  22  (at  the  time  of  Pacific  South- 
west Fellowship),  to  consider  this  matter. 

Secondly,  Bea  Grossman,  Chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee,  presented  a complete  and 
worthwhile  report  concerning  the  desire  of 
Pacific  Ackworth  School  to  be  under  care  of 
Friends,  to  ensure  its  continuation  as  a Friends’ 
school.  To  give  this  request  the  careful  thought 
it  needs,  the  report  will  be  circulated  among 
Monthly  Meetings  and  considered  again  later. 

Thirdly,  concern  was  expressed  for  the 
counseling  functions  and  responsibilities  for 
the  Meeting’s  spiritual  growth  incumbent  on  our 


Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee.  It  was  de- 
cided to  express  this  emphasis  by  changing  its 
name  to  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Counsel. 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting’s  Executive  Committee 
will  be  asked  to  consider  these  same  questions 
with  respect  to  the  similar  Yearly  Meeting 
Committee. 

San  Luis  Obispo’s  minute  laying  down  that 
Meeting  was  accepted.  It  will  continue  as  a 
worship  group,  and  transfers  of  membership  to 
other  Meetings  will  be  worked  out  by  those  in- 
volved, with  guidance  from  the  HYM  Ministry 
and  Counsel  Committee,  Half-Yearly  Meeting 
felt  that  this  was  not  a backward  step,  but  rather 
one  that  would  free  this  vigorous  and  concerned 
group  to  develop  as  they  are  moved  by  the 
Spirit.

— Chairmen  of  Monthly  Meeting  peace,  social 
action,  and  education  committees  are  being 
asked  to  consider  themselves  as  comprising 
Quarterly  Meeting  committees;  a coordinator  for 
each  committee  will  be  named.  This  arrangement 
will  expedite  Yearly  Meeting’s  hope  to  have 
regional  meetings  take  on  more  responsibility 
for  action.

University,  settling  into  its 
thoroughly  adequate  new  quarters,  looks  forward 
to  an  expanded  program.  Victoria  observes  the 
50th  anniversary  of  its  Meeting  House  in  No- 
vember. All  Meetings  are  seeking  more  fellow- 
ship with  each  other. 

After  a delightful  dinner-and-fellowship  time, 
during  which  several  sudden  committee  meetings 
were  held,  Friends  reconvened  for  a panel  on 
the  Friendly  way  of  dealing  with  a number  of 
present-day  situations.  This  developed  into  a 
very  lively  discussion,  interrupted  by  the  late 
hour  but  continued  after  Meeting  for  Worship  the 
next  day.  Particularly  helpful  was  the  generous, 
spontaneous  sharing  by  Young  Friends  of  their 
ideas  and  attitudes  about  a variety  of  problems. 
Adult  Friends  were  encouraged  by  their  enthus- 
iasm, balanced  by  good  judgment,  by  theirfrank- 
ness  and  willingness  to  discuss  questions  that 
are  sometimes  more  comfortably  ignored.  We 
were  impressed,  too,  by  the  variety  of  personal 
opinions  held  by  Young  Friends,  and  their  great 
ability  to  accept  and  support  each  others  views. 
The  easy  give-and-take  between  “grown-ups” 
and  “growing-ups”  hinted  that  the  adults  were 


willing  to  consider  themselves  as  growing  up 
also,  and  made  it  clear  that  the  future  of  the 
Society  is  in  good  hands.

FROM  THE  SCHOOLS 

- ARGENTA  FRIENDS  SCHOOL  opened  its  fall  term  with 
23  students,  one-third  more  than  last  year.  All  academic 
classes  are  now  held  before  noon,  leaving  the  afternoons 
free  for  silent  worship,  working  committees,  and  action 
on  world  problems.  Evenings  are  used  for  homework,  corre- 
spondence courses,  and  specially  planned  programs  open 
to  the  whole  community.  Among  the  latter  are  Art,  Drama, 
Orchestra,  and  a writing  class  known  as  "Spider  Night.” 

The  enlarged  student  body  has  created  some  housing 
problems,  and  they  hope  to  build  a new  student  home, 
using  volunteer  labor.  Since  rent  now  amounts  to  $1200 
a year,  they  hope  to  start  soon. 

“We  are,”  writes  Student  Clerk  Joan  Fry,  "a  school 
in  which  students  can  grow  spiritually  and  intellectually  in 
an  atmosphere  of  brotherhood  and  cooperation.” 

- JOHN  WOOLMAN  SCHOOL.  Camp  August,  on  Lake  Vera 
near  Nevada  City,  was  ““home”  for  the  35  students  of  the 
new  John  Woolman  School  from  September  15-22.  From  the 
camp,  they  sallied  forth  on  work  parties  to  help  with  the 
essential  finishing  tasks  for  the  dormitory  and  classrooms. 
This  first  week  was  also  an  orientation  period,  during 
which  the  gromd  rules  essential  to  the  proper  functioning 
of  an  educational  community  were  set  up.  It  was  agreed 
that  all  members  will  participate  in  both  the  making  and 
enforcing  of  rules. 

Each  student  spends  one  hour  a day  in  the  work  program, 
besides  helping  to  prepare  and  serve  meals.  Don  and  Harriet 
Smith  open  their  home  at  8 each  morning  for  meditation, 
and  on  Sundays  students  join  the  Grass  Valley-Nevada 
City  Worship  Group. 

On  the  weekend  of  October  26,  eleven  students  attended 
College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting,  participating  with  Young 
Friends  from  the  Quarter  in  a work  project  at  Ben  Lomond. 
Fourteen  students  and  two  faculty  members  collected  $33 
for  UNICEF  on  Halloween. 

Most  of  their  problems  have  been  the  usual  boarding 
school  ones,  accentuated  by  the  lack  of  tradition  and  cus- 
toms, by  continuing  construction,  and  by  overcrowding. 
But  these  have  been  compensated  for  by  the  enthusiasm 
and  sense  of  pioneering  among  both  staff  and  students.
